BRITAINS INTEREST IN THE 
, WAR, 
oS . 
The Interest of the British public In the 
struggle between China and Japan is a good deal 
more than a mere outsider's ‘curinalty and con- 
cern, the bleatings of Russtan semt-officlal organs 
to the cortrary notwith«tanding. The foretgn 
trade of these two Eastern nations ts carsted on 
chiefly with British, poseesstona and in British 
ships, In’ Korea also the bulk of the Imports 
are Drlish rods, and tn the Peninsular King- 
dom we hole, commerrtally and politically, the 
Jarpest stake in Korean commerce and prosperity, 
It therefore follows that the war belng waged by 
Japan against China must deeply affect, in the 
Present and for the future, British Interests do 
the Far East; and [t may even be sald to be 
waged at Britatn’s expense, and the time iy 
therefore opportune, as the Scotsman truly 
temarks, for setting forth clearly the groove 
_ and direction {to which the trade of these 
countries has been moving since we opened 
thelr gates‘to the commerce and civilization 
of the Great West—to read the. last pas. 
sages of the chapter of political and 
commercial history which may soon close, 
and, if possible, puess from them how the chapter 
about to open {s IIkely torun, Fortunately, says 
our ‘Sectch contemporary, we have the material 
{n two reports, which appeared s{multsneously, 
prepared by the officials of her Majesty's 
Legations at Peking and Tokio, and dealing 
respectlvely with the foreign trade of China and 
with thatof Japan, It has often been sald that 
the once supreme control which we possrssed of 
the over-seascommerce of the two great Emplres 
of Eastern Asia has been sipping from us, It 
can hardly be said that this view {s bome out by 
‘the facts and figures contained In there reports, 
or at all events by those that relate to Japan, 
Atthe same time, great changes ln the nature 
and conditions of Eastern trade have been in 
Progress during the last ten or twenty years, and 
the war is certain to give impetus to thege, and 
to bring {n new and powerful factors of a revalu- 
flonary kind. One outatanding fact is that the 
trade of Japan Isdeveloping atan extremely rapid 
rate, while that of China has been by comparison 
standing sti!t} or has even, in what were once 
staple branches of Chineso exports and imports, 
been undergoing retrogreaslon, The commerce of 
China {s still, of immensely greater Importance 
to us and to the world at largethan that of Japan, 
but Tapanese foreign trade is coming up on It 
hand over hand. Last year the value of the 
foreign trade carried on at the {apanere treaty 
Ports reached the handsome total of over-twenty- 
three millions ‘sterling. Imports were about a 
quarter of a millon sterling nore than exports 
In value, and the figures kave only been exceeded 
- Inthe year 1890. Exports showed’a decline of 
Dearly one and three-quarters of « million sterling 
on the total for the previous year, bat this fell 
is wholly accounted for by what {t may be hoped 
was the temporary cause af the commercial 
Criss and consequent diminished demand for 
suchJapanese staples as allk and tea in the United 
States. Compared with the average of the 
Previcus decade, the gross value of the foreign 
trade of Japan showed an increase of close upon 
atx and a half millions ; and, In polot of fact, it 
has almost doubled ia the past ten years, | 
What position does the British share bold in 
the large and growiog outside trade of the 
Mikado's Empire? The question ts one of extreme 
Interest, more particularly In view of the fact 
that under the new treaty just concluded with 
Japan, itte promised that the whole country, and 
* pot merely a faw ports, will be opened up to 
Western enterprise, The answer {s pot unsatls- 
factory. Direct British trade with Japan has, 
indeed, Jost somewhat the predominant position 
dt once held. But this ls not because ft has 
fallen off—lt bay, on the contrary, Increased— 
bot fs due to the growth of the aggregate forefgn 
commerce of the country, more especially with 
British’ possessions, mach of which ultimately: 
finds its way to the United Kingdom. The most 
marked development of Japanese trade has been 
with other Orlental coveteles, and, leaving China 
peng eer Breane in effect more rp ir 
th Hongkong, with Sings; w i, and 
“with Avatralla, al! of them Tiatteh 
‘In everything which the United can 
supply to Japan," we read, .“ she still stands far 
in advance of all competitors.” Ase bases.

Japanese-made yarns are taking the 
place of the products of the Bombay milla, just 
as the latter pushed out a few ycars before the 
yarns of Lancashire, J*epinese cotton goods 
are also bidding for potice In neutral markets 
as well as at home ; and more than a quarter of 
2 million sterling’s worth of mill) machinery of 
English make was introduced lest year into 
Japan to provide, aa the report to the Foreign 
Office vuts {t, “the means of, at some near day, 
‘competing successfully with Lancashire apin- 
ners.” ‘ 

While all this points to changes in the trade 
between: this coontry and Japan, It need not 
polnt to decline. Indeed, the further the develop- 
ment of that country proceeds, and the mare it 
acquires Western wants, the greater, although 
at the same time the more miscellancous, we 
may-expect Its future International commerce 
to be. China presents a more!pernlexing and 
aless encoursging problem. Many {nfluences 
adverse to trade, and notably to trade with this 
country, have affected the Chinese Emplre In 
recent years, Itis possible to trace most. although 
not all of them, te the atubborn resistance to 
reforms and the anti-forelgn feellng, which the 
Chinere Government and neople have con- 
loved up till now to manifest. But they can 


hardly be held responsible for, the opening: 


of the Suez Cansl, which diverted a ‘great 
deal of trade which used to pass Ini transit 
through London to Contivental ports direct ;- or 
for the fal! (a the exchange valac of sllver, or 
for the antf-oplum agitation {n this country, all 
of which have played an important part {n the 
depression -of forelgn trade and of British 
Interests In China. Probably the Chinese them- 
selves ave fn part at fault for the rapid decline 
in the taste and demand. for China teas ; but 
ofie of the features of the business done [ast 
year was that, contrary to the gloomy anticips- 
tions so freely Indutged in to the effect that it 
was doomed to extinction and rain, the tex 
trade agreeably surprised people by itsexpansion 
and partial recovery, On the whole, however, 
there-was a decline in the forelgn trada of China 
in 1893, eapeclalfy in imports ; and this was the 
more remarkable and diequieting, seeing that 
the year was, generally speaking, a prosperous 
one for the Chinese themselves,’ The constant 
fall in the gold value of silver, intensified by the 
closing of the Indian mints to free colnage, and 
producing as ft did a rise in the currency price 
of many articles of foreign [mportatlon, was, 
perhaps, the principal cause of the slackness of 
trade. It operated adversely on business in many 
ways,'and surprise 1s expressed that the commer- 
cial failares and losses were not greater than they 
were reported to be, Not only were the goods 
on which foreign importers {nto China chiefly 
rely-—tspéctally English cotton goods and Indian 
yaros and oplum—ratied in price beyond the 
tocans of poor people to purchase them freely; 
“all whose salaries in the country are paid in. 
silvet find thelr incomes reduced by more than 
half," with’ consequences upon trade that. may 
be imagined. Silver has been falling for a long 
perlod, but up ttl! now the gold price of the 
Lancashire goods exported has fallen almost 
fart pfassusy and the pecullarity of the present 
situation is that the Manchester market has. 
coased to keep pace with the downward course 
of silver, Looklng back over twenty or tweenty- 
five years! experience of Shanghal, trade, the | 
following sertous facta come to Nght:—Dlrect 
imports to China from this country have fallen 
off 6 per cent. from the figures of 1872, and 
exports have fallen 75 per cent. In value. 
Whereas in 1872 {mports from the United 
Kingdom fo:med so per cent, and from the 
whole British Empire go per cent. of the whole 
business of the port, they now form only 32 and 
8a per cent, respectively. Direct exports from 
this country constituted 65 per cent. of the trade 
twenty years ago, and last year only 15 per cent. 
The Ant!-Oplum philasthropists have not much
